How Electrical Appliance* Are Now€«l- 


tad For This Purpose. 


When electrical plantSvWere first ia- 


stalled aboard ship, lead incased cables, 
ran in ordinary molding, were need al- 
most" entirely, and in case of iron ships 
the Irnll was frequently employed for 
tl:a return circuit The latter method 
wtii pasicd out of nse, for it not only 
iw.reased the fire hazard, bnt was in- 
efficient mechanically, and also liable 
to give rise to disturbing influences on 
the ship's compasses. 
, 


Lead incased conductors in ordinary 


molding were used on the first two 
tinted States men-of-war having,eleo- 
til< plants—the Trenton and Omaha— 
bm with unsatisfactory results in each 
cat<\ In the latter ship, tho electrical 
pkat of which was installed by the 
writer in 1884, the lead incased port 
and starboard mains-passed through 
holes bored in live oak knees, one hole 
to about each six feet of run, and the 
writer has a vivid recollection of the 
difficulties encountered in boring several 
hundred thrtfc-qnarter and half inch 
holes through about eight inches of 
gnarled oak,--very nearly as hard to 
pierce as some of the tougher metals. It 
is perhaps needless to say that the cost 
of labor and tools was no small item in 
tho cost of installation. . 


I^ead incased condvictors were finally 


discarded, except in some special work, 
KS the protection from injury to the in- 
sulation and from moisture, -which the 
lead sheath was supposed to give, was 
found to' be illusory. 
Dents caused 


short circuiting ou the sheath of the 
conductors, while rranchircB, permitting 
tho entrance of moisture, led to bad 
grounds as well as short circuits. 


At the present day what may be call- 


ed a composite system for the installa- 
tion of die distributing conductors is 
employe!. .Equal security in all parts 
of tbe installation is the object kept in 
view) and to obtain this several systems 
are blended together as one. While 
molding and flexible conduits are used 
in the saloons and cabins, the conduct- 
ors in-the machinery spaces and holds 
are run in iron codnits, which are thor- 
oughly innsulated on the inside, and 
special fittings are employed in passing 
through ~the decks and bulkheads. Spe- 
cial water tight switches, outoute and 
fixtures are also used wherever there ia 
exposure to the weather.—E. G. Ber- 
nard in Cassier's Magazine.

A J?nlsUp School In Germany. 


It was fro'clbek, and school was about 


to begin. At a signal from the teacher 
the boys arose in their places, and with 
bowed heads stood in reverential silence 
while one of their number recited a 
short prayer. As soon as the boys were 
again in their seats the teacher began 
the recitation, and I began to gaze about 
tha room. There were nearly 50 boys 
seated on ten plain board benches, with 
tho same number of equally long and 
plain desks in front, an almost exact 
reproduction of the furniture of the New 
England district sohoolhouse of a gen- 
eration ago. 


The teacher's desk, which stood upon 


a high and very small platform, was 
equally inexpensive aiad devoid of orna- 
ment. The walls and ceiling of the room 
were of a soft brown color slightly tinged 
with green, while tho benches and desks, 
including that of the teacher, were 
stained a darker hrowu, excepting the 
tops of the desks, which were painted a 
dull black. There were windows on only 
one side of the room, and the seats were 
so arranged that the rays of light fell 
upon the pupils' bopks over the left 
shoulder. There was only ono black- 
board in the room, and that was a small 
wooden one which was placed behind 
the teacher's desk and was accessible 
only to a person standing upon tho 
teacher's platform. Crayon marks upon 
the blackboard were removed by means 
of a moist sponge, never with a dry 
eraser. In many of the schoolrooms 
which I subsequently visited there wera 
a few good pictures to be seen; and the 
tint of the walls varied somewhat, but 
in all essential features that first school- 
room was typical of nil that 1 saw after- 
ward.—Educational Review.

Congress at it's second meeting at the 
Courc-honse last overling. 
Speaker 


Stubbs called tbe Eiembera to order 
and after the necessary routine busi 
ness was transacted, the resolution to 
amend the Constitution, striking there- 
from the word male was called up and 
discussed. Mr. Duffy, Miss Edmonds, 
Miso Laura Smith, Mr. Steiner, Miss 
Rose Gooding, Mr. Boyle spoke .for and 
Guy Wallz, Miss Beiglebauth, Mr. 
Orutcher against the resolution, then 
upon the suggestion of tho Speaker the 
Assembly voted to aek Mrs. J. 0. Will- 
iamson, the well known advocate cf 
equal suffrage, who was present, toad- 
dress them in a general way. Tbe lady 
courteously acknowledged the intended 
compliment, hut declined, saying "as 
the ladtes wore participating in the dis- 
cussion she was willing to leave it to 
the Congress." During the roll call 
which followed on tbe passage of" tbe 
resolution Mr, Duffy finding that it 
would be 'defeated changed bis vote, 
ayo, to no and gave notice of a motion 
to reconsider. Tho vote stood ayes 19, 
noes 21. 


The committee to which had been 


referred the silver bill retired for con- 
sultation. Assistant Secretary Maet- 
tritti kindly lent them a helping haiid. 
While they were out Prof. Bobert 
Lowers of the Faculty, on invitation, 
made a short speech. All were sorry 
when he sat down. The bill waa re- 
ported and will come up for discuation 
next Saturday evening, to which time 
the Assembly adjourned. The students 
all spoke well and many of thorn easily 
and to the point. One cannot estimate 
too highly the good that will come 
from tbe training they are getting.

"I turned quicMy to scan the sides ot 


the earth where the avalanche had torn 
it apart, and m ths midst of the crevice, 
not 800 yards away from where I stood, 
I saw the protrusion of a war of dull 
gray masonry, crumbling and broken, 
but showing beyond all doubt, even at 
that distance, that the builder was hn- 
man. On making further investigations 
I found evidences of numerous other 
walls at a distance of 30 or more feev 
apart, and some of them revealed cor- 
ners of masonry.

"It soon became evident to me that l 


had discovered an American Pompeii 
through the work of the avalanche. The 
remains of houses I s&w were undoubt- 
edly those of n prehistoric city, covered 
•with earth and debris, which had hid- 
den it through some volcanic action, 
possibly during, but most likely Jong 
after, its desertion, centuries on centu- 
ries Kgo.

"All of the masonry was of beautmu 


jymmetry, constructed of hewn sand- 
sto»e blocks of an approximately even 
size, laid in strong mortar beds and 
with tho joints broken. There were 
many pieces of broken pottery and other 
articles of domestic use lying around the 
ruins. 
"But I sought higher game, and after 


preparing a wooden handle to a copper 
spade which I picked up on the scene 
I went to Jigging most industriously. 
Almost immediately my antiquated 
sp»de unearthed a few more fragments 
of pottery, which seemed an ominous 
sign. As I reached ubout six feet be- 
neath tho surface pots, vases, cupi, 
plates, jugs,.ji>pes and numerous articled 
of doubtful use and too heavy to bring 
away with rae were uncovered with al- 
most every thrust of the spade. The last 
articles my spade revealed were mixed 
sizes of arrows, spears of odd design, 
scrapers, hatchets and drills. 


"I dug into a square room which had 


no windows in the walls. Here I found 
•ome of the finest specimens of pottery 


have ever seen. They were beautiml- 
y decorated and Caished in a way 
hat is a lost art to modern potters. 
:here were many exquisitely shaped jars, 
»bout 8 feet tall and as perfectly pr-- 
served as the china just delivered Iron 
the bauds of'our nineteenth • ceuvury 
potters—if anything, more artistically 
proportioned. 
1 'It does not require much thought or 


study to see an undeniable connection 
between the evidence of prehistoric in- 
habitation in 
Spanish-America and 


those which I have unearthed in north- 
ern Alaska, a fact which opens an en- 
tirely newand'CsienEivofield for archffi- 
blogical study."
